The pULntifis were the moderator and iiievn- 
brn of the Bytiod of AuattalU, or those who are urdi- 
narity ifeognljfdMaueh. One uf tbe questions si

the miniaier and Lrueieta of the Scota UhufcV. at Ih, 
head of Jsmiaon-atrert, gsnersily known ss Dr. 
Lang's Church. Its object was to rnmore the former 
from hia ministry and the latter ftom thoir truat.

Jiidiment 
was given on the 1 Ith of tJctobei in the same year, 
11 y this judgment it waa decreed that the Iter, llr. 
Lung unit Mr. H imiiiy should lie removed from their 
trusteeship of the church in question, and the other 
btiildincs or- the land comprised in the frown grant 
fit the erection of this church, ind that there should 
lie it tefirence to the Master to appoint tire new 
mi&trcs m the place of the five original trustees.

The whole ef thia decree, OTeopt so far aait dla- 
ltii^eed the bill as ngnlnst llowman, was appealed 
againat, both by Dr, Lang and Mr. ltauusy, eepi.

l.ang and hti church were not under the aerntrnl end 
superintendence of the Presbyterr at all, and that the 
latter did not possets any rights, function*, or p iwern 
which, by Dr. Lang btwnting a member of the l'tae- 
byiery or othcrwiie, could aifect hia poeiiiim and 
tight a as a minister of the church in ijuestioo. The 
rein p.r Crurace of which declaration by the learned 
Judge being tliat 110 tig hia, lUnetiarii, or powers, 
which Doukt aoect Dr. Ling's iKitLtlou and rights 
■ tic tranifeiTEd to the elyood. J. llesaase, while 
plaintiffs had alleged that Dr. Ling, by signing n 
certain bond of union hcoine a ueenbet of the Hyuod, 
snd subject to its control snd superintendence, 
his Honor had In efli.it ilaclared test this 
bond did not eject Dr. Lang. 3. Bocutae 
w bile the plaintiff referred 10 the Ac t of Council I 
Vietotit, No. IH, for the purpeaa of allow ■ 
ing that tho powrxa, privileges, and advert, 
leges Which vested in the presbytery had passed to 
the Rawed, the Primary Judge had in effbet declared 
that thia Act, so fat at it wa* referred to by pUlahffs, 
did not bHag Dr. Lang or hia church more under tbe 
jurisdiction of the rtynod than they were under the 
jurisdiction of the Presbytery, the rTrrrsen nonce of 
which declaration was. that Inasmuch as llr. Ling 
and his church, ss preriottaly delisted, were not under 
the control and aurctintcndetice of the P ret by eery 
ihey were not brought by thia Act under that of the 
synod, 1.

And forthet, 
be time these proceedings were grossly irregular, sttd 
w ets conducted in direct vudalion of the laws uf the 
Church of Scotland, which laws tbo plaintiff* and tbe 
Synod uero bound, ha tbe exercise of disciplioo, to 
have followed, whetlter appellant did or did not 
submit to their Jitrisuiclion, and whether the Sytr-al 
acted uniler the terms of tl,e Bond of 1'nioti, or under 
tbe prrnietoa of tht (th Vic. No, in, or othutwise. 
Also, because the proceedings being tbuu imprnnetly 
cimduetrd involved a breach of the aitrceenent betweeo 
aupcluinl snd the plilntiSs, thii igreement being thst 
in ill inatlera anhetisg tho rierciin ot diseipliue, the 
laws of the Church of Scotland ahould he lollowai. 
Anil fttrther, IweauXe- hi fare calling far the iniervcri- 
tiufl of the Court of Equity, ulainufls ware bound 10 
ehuw that ibey hud acted sonu ,js<f-s end icgulstty, 
and this thi-y osrl not done.

7, therein medtlOned, ptuvided a 
mudo of proceeding applicable u the case, ss alleged, 
to h hieh mode ot pmeeerluig plaintiels ought to hue 
leiertcd. 

The einhlh ivss, tint the plaintiffs, irtstrmd of auinff, 
they alleged, on behalf o[ the congregation of tho 
chili en in r|ueation, were shewn hy tht eviil^nee to 
Le arting nxoinsl its wiahes. 

Tn this wrts udded the usual allegation of appeal 
far divers further and other reasons, not particularised, 
which appellant craved letve to urge. 

'the acntcnee of deposition which fyrrne,! the biiii 
of rdl these long pending proceeding! hid been pro. 
nounced against Tlr. ],ong far what is termed " devi- 
sive courses '' in scpar.iing his church, anil cimgregs- 
lion tram the cotivrol of the Synod, and far /dsn-i 
damostt, or public scandal, In hating from the pulpit, 
between tho preaching of the terntan and the sd. 
niinistjnjtlan of the communion, styled tbn Synod 
"4 synagogue af Batan, S;e.,' h bseauasof tjieir nooept- 
anee of Mtnte-oltf, wbjck the Doetrrr hirnaelf had up to 
that time also received. At the lima he issued this 
denunciation, or itrrrnediaiely iriUjewarda, llr. Lang 
sittsrad, ot seught (4 surer, Ids wjoiisttian with the 
cynnd ; and resalaiions ut the earrying out of this 
abject in its ettlirety were sdepted at a mealing of tbe 
pariah loners, lite e)yaad, bDlding litis renunciation 
af Ha inthorltyaa a aorta nullity, tiled llr. Lang to 
answer the complsinta ih (luestian, but bs diaclsimcil 
their authority. They then pipe tied ail to oonrict snd 
dapnse him at Jratfe. as well fin the tottgrHng rsHans 
(s (ot contumny, and appointed another mlniltet to 
his church, which the y declared vacsst. This a 
nniieii was rt^teo. 

With ivfdence 10 exceedingly voluminous, and 
arutimerila thereon to match, it would be impossible 
eiihln the fair limits of a newspapet report to site 
anything like a detail .even an ..-al ace. either of the 
ane or of the other.

W* gave on Wednesday some aceruinl of the 
mode of manufacture of tho Enfield rifle. As 
a sequel, we now reproduce, from ilia aame 
source, a description of the Armstrong and 
Whirworth cannon. The revolution in the 
construction of small arms is Ruing on eontem- 
poraneoiialy with ihe revolution in the construc- 
tion of cannon. The rifles at one time threa- 
tened to displace field artillery, and even to 
neutralise the value of heavy siege pieces : for 
artillerymen could bo picked on" at their guns. 
But the greater range now given to cannon 
restores the equilibrium. It ia worthy of note 
that it is civilians who have come to the aid of 
the Government in this matter. Neither Sir 
Wit.i.iAu Anirsinosn nor Mr. Wit it worn h 
•re military men. They are both men who hive 
been trained in the mechanical arts and the 
msnufacliire of iron, and v,ho havu been induced 
by the euthrealt of anew war epoch to turn llicir 
attention 1o the construction of ordnance. They 
have both carried out their inperimenls to a 
i-ut-cesiful issue at their own expense, an.l for 
ihe processes nnd machinery employed mililary 
acience is indebted to the experience gained in 
the arts of peace. 

In constturtintr. an Artrnlrung gun. Iho tirit 
lliiitg done is to inseit in ,i furniu e long liars of 
iron about two inches square. Vnr a twenty- 
flvc-puunilt r these liiri would bo flirty feet long : 
fur » hundred -pounder they would be not lens 
than ninety feet. In front of the furnace is an 



course of this T«sr Oi- large lM-pounder, 
eleven feet long, u betag mada, which, it ii ar 
reeled, will hove a range of six mQea and a- 
belf, thtnigh bithnrtc-8ir William A»nsr»o»ro 
liaj aimed much more at accuracy than range. 
The gunners the have practised with hia uold- 
nicces offer to guarantee nerer to miu* an ob- 
ject the ai/e of a man al a mile distance. A 
tirget made of a strijj of board twenty-two 
inches by nine, and whitewashed, wis hit at a 
distance nf three-quarters of a mile, three linen 
out of four thots. The :i3-pounder will carry a 
d: t.ts nee of nearly ten thousand yards, or fully 
five milcst.

Sir William A.maTmimi in bringing his gun 
to perfection, bul he has at last succeeded, and 
a trial has hern made wilh astonishing results 
as to range, (hough something more in wanting 
in respect of accuracy, 

lhc bole of >fr. WiimvnETJi'N cannon is 
btMigonnl, with the angles sligblly ruuadeJ off 
arid the shot of course is of the same shape. 
Srr Wit. lis* ArdiainonrA shot it conical. 
Mr. Wun wr, urn's cannon is a breceh-loider, 
nnd the tube is rifled from end tn end. The 
breech- piece fila on like the cap of a telescope, 
screwing on externally. It dues not, however, 
become quite detached, be'. "tied iato a sort 
of circular door which opens anil ahrlts with * 
binge something like a furnace door. The 
ttiudi-hole i» In the centre itf ihn door, and, 
therefore, in the line of longitudinal rude. The 
gun itself ia made out of one homogeneous 
mnas, being tinted out uf the solid piece.

'Ihe Wliilnverlli guns n rtc Iriort at South- 
port, on the toast of Lancashire, The biggest 
gun weighed four tons, and can tbiow shot 
varying in weight from 70 to 100 pounds, 
though its teat practice is made with tin 
pounds. With only eight ounces of powdct il 
sent a W)-i>c,und «hot a distance of 700 yards. 
With tw*We pounds of powder, and at an eleva- 
tion or five degrees, it threw a 30-pound olict 
2620 yards, when it struck the sand and. 
glancing upwards, continued straight on.oligbl- 
ing in the Band more than OOllll yards from the 
gun. The practice with the henry gun was to 
be fuilhi r tested, and the |iarticulars will doubt- 
less reach us by neit mail. The priiuiiiil ex- 
periments hatl been made with the small (hiee- 
pcundet gun. and, proportioned to its sine, this 
gun ho. the most estrnordinsryTangeevet known.

OlNALLOWANCH OF THE XEiV TA3- 
M A MIAN fONSTlTVITION ACT. 
/'rofll Ific Uvtnp .Vrrci, Hard III. 
We apprehended that the grounds on which 
Miniriicra have determined to locnmcneml her 
Majesty tn disallow the Act for amending las 
Legislative Council of Tasmania will be con- 
sidered by all parties to be bottt reatouiblc and 
sufficient. Two petitions have been presented 
in the House of Lords, lighting up the uubjeet 
from two different points; and the nagitire 
given in the one case appears to have been as 
wise ondaa -well copsidoreil as the amrnutip* 
was just to the other. The pure adminiatraUoii 
ot justice and the integrity of the LegiulataW 
alike demand that the judges shonld 
be independent of the Legislature, 
which they certainly could not be if (hey wers 
i permitted to have seats in the Legislative 
j Council. It was the aid t'uastitutio-n Act by 
I which they were formerly permitted to commit 
i that error, and not (lie Act by which it wu 
amended. The other cause reals on differerit 
ground*. In this initance the clergy, who hate 
dei oled themselves— some of them for upward* 
of half a century— to the labour of religion* 
teaching in a struggling colony, and who 
have been led, direclly or indirectly, 
by nn actual disadvantage. to rely 
confidently, under nil circumstances, upon the 
protection i f the Government, rind (hemielm 
by the nc M Act entirely outdone (o the extent of 
uue-tldrd. and lhey utter a wail at nmsra- 
st.ance against the hardship and injustice with 
which they are ihroateuetl. It is nothing ta 
the purpose that a compromise uf (he original 
intentions of the Government had become 
necessary, or that the opposition to all State en- 
dowments j* acquiring irresistible force in the 
colony. Thesn are not arguments for over- 
looking the obligations which the Emecutiw 
owe* to hard-working pionoet-aervutt*, or for 
breaking faith with well rested Interest. ; bat it 
it becoute the new Act it not yel .'JufltaeBily 
passed," »nd f«T that reason done, that the 
Queens advisers We rewmrnended her 
Majesty to withhold her eoiisent to the * Act 
for amending the Constitution Alt.'
